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AN ACT in relation to air transportation.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The |Illinois Aeronautics Act is anmended by
addi ng Sections 46.1, 46.2, 46.3, 46.4, 46.5, 46.6, 46.7, and

46.8 as foll ows:

Sec. 46.1. Air schools nust be |icensed.

(a) A person nay not operate an air school in this State

unl ess the person holds an annual license issued by the

Depart ment.

(b) Upon receipt of an application and a $25 |i cense fee

from an air school, the Departnent nust review the

qualifications of the applicant.

(c) An air school license expires one yvear fromdate of

i ssuance, unless surrendered, suspended, or revoked before

that date, or upon the sale or transfer, by the owner, of the

property, equipnent, or franchise of the air school.

(d) The annual air school |icense renewal fee is $10 and

is payable fromthe oriqginal date of issuance. An applicant

must file an initial application and pay the initial

application fee if the license is not renewed before its

expiration.

(e) A change in the nane of the air school, wthout

change in ownership, does not void a current license if the

owner of the air school notifies the Departnent in witing

within 15 days of the change. Upon receipt of notification

under this subsection, the Department nust issue a license

under the new nane, with the sane expiration date as the

li cense previously issued.

(f) An air school operating facilities at nore than one
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airport nust obtain a license for each | ocati on.

(g) The air school license nust be posted in the

principal office of the air school, where it may be readily

observed by the general public.

(h) The requirenents of this Section, and the foll ow ng

Sections preceding Section 47, for an air school ar e

conditions of the |icense. Failure to conply with any of

these requirenents is grounds for revocation of an air

school's |icense.

(i) A person who violates this Section or any of the

foll owi ng Sections precedi ng Section 47, except as provided

in Section 46.8, is quilty of a Class B nisdeneanor

puni shabl e by inprisonnent for not nore than 90 days, a fine

of not npre than $500, or both.

Sec. 46.2. Ceneral requirenents for air school operation.

(a) An air school nust conduct itself in accordance with

all applicable federal and State statutes and rul es and al

applicable | ocal ordi nances.

(b) An air school must be operated from an airport

properly licensed by the Departnent.

(c) An air school operator nust obtain fromthe airport

manager a witten agreenent to operate commercially from the

airport at which the air school is based.

(d) Each air school student nust be advised in witing

at the tine of enrollnent of the type and anpunt of insurance

coverage provided for each aircraft used by the air school.

(e) An air school must provide a suitable space of

permanent nature that is properly heated, lighted, and

ventilated to accomodate air school students and to house

adequat e equi pmrent necessary to properly conduct business

matters and to prepare and preserve busi ness records. The

facilities described in this subsection nust be located at
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the licensed airport site.

(620 1LCS 5/46.3 new

Sec. 46.3. Requirenents for air school aircraft.

(a) Each aircraft to be used for purposes of air

instruction at an air school must conply with all of the

(1) Possess a valid ai rwort hi ness certificate

i ssued by the Federal Aviation Adm nistration.

(2) Be properly reqgistered with the Departnent.

(3) Have t he equi pnent and perf or nance

characteristics appropriate to the curriculumand to the

airport to be used.

(b) Al aircraft wused in any air school operation must

be oper at ed in accor dance with Feder al Avi ati on

Adm ni strati on mai nt enance requl ati ons and st andar ds.

Adequate records nust be kept by the school to denonstrate

perfornance of all required itens of nmintenance. The

mai nt enance status of each aircraft, including discrepancies,

must be displayed by the school in a nmanner adequate to

deterni ne conpli ance.

Sec. 46.4. Air instruction requirenents.

(a) An air school nust have an aeronautics instructor

avai lable to dispatch and supervi se each student pilot solo

flight.

(b) An air school nust have a witten curriculum

including | esson plans, adeqguate to properly qualify the

student to conplete the particul ar course for the certificate

or rating sought. An air school nust also include | essons

pertaining to this Act and to other statutes and rules of

this State relating to aviation.

(c) An air school must neke available to students

(e) An air school must nmaintain training recor ds

adequate to show each student's progress and |evel of

conpletion relative to the course of air instruction in which

the student is enrolled. These records nust be nade avail abl e

for inspection by any authorized representative of the

Depart ment.

(f) A copy of the airport and air school rules must be

made avail able to the students enrolled in the school for

i nformati on and gui dance.

(g) An air school nust designate a practice area.

Sec. 46.5. Air school advertising requirenents.

(a) An air school or its representatives and

instructors may not nake false clains of any kind pertaining

to either air instruction or enploynent followng air

i nstruction.

(b) Only a licensed air school may adverti se air

i nstruction.

(620 1LCS 5/46.6 new

Sec. 46.6. Air school bonding requirenents.

(a) An air school accepting prepaynent equal to or in

excess of $1,000 nust file with the Departnent a corporate

surety bond payable to the State of Illinois in the sum of

$5,000, conditioned on the faithful performance of al

contracts and agreenents with students nade by the air school

or its agent. The aqqgregate liability for the surety for al
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breaches of <conditions of the bond nmay not exceed the

princi pal sum of $5, 000.

(b) The surety of any bond may cancel the bond upon

giving 60 days' notice in witing to the Departnent and the

air school. If a bond is canceled in conpliance with this

Section, the surety is relieved of liability for any breach

of conditions occurring after the effecti ve dat e of

cancel | ati on.

Sec. 46.7. Air school records checking requirenments.

(a) An air school must request fromthe Departnent of

State Police a crimnal history check and crimnal recor ds

check through the Federal Bureau of |nvestigation on any

applicant for training at the air school. The applicant nust

cooperate with the air school in conpleting the crimnal

hi story check and crimnal records check through the Federal

Bureau of | nvestigation.

(b) An air school may not enroll, or nust termnate the

enrollnent of, an applicant if any of the foll owi ng occurred

to the applicant within the preceding 7 years:

(1) Was convicted of a felony.

(2) Was incarcerated for a felony conviction.

(3) Was on probation or parole for a f el ony

convi cti on.

(625 I LCS 5/46.8 new)

Sec. 46.8. Air school applicants' records.

(a) Except as provided in subsections (c¢) and (e), as a

condition of enrollnent of an applicant in an air school, the

air school nust request fromthe Departnent of State Police a

crimnal history check and a crimnal records check through

the Federal Bureau of [Investigation on the applicant and,

before enrolling the applicant, nust have received from the
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Departnent of State Police the report described in subsection

(h).

(b) An air school nust require the applicant to submt

his or her fingerprints to the Departnment of State Police for

the crimnal history and crim nal records checks. The air

school may charge the air school applicant a fee for the

crimnal history check and the crim nal records check. The

Departnment of State Police nay charge a fee for the crimnal

hi story check and the crinnal records check.

(c) The air school may enroll the applicant as a

conditional student under this subsection wthout first

receiving the report described in subsection (h) if all of

the foll ow ng apply:

(1) The air school requests the crimnal history

and crinmnal records checks required under subsection (a)

before conditionally enrolling the applicant.

(2) The applicant signs a statenent that identifies

all crinmes of which he or she has been convicted, if any,

and agreeing that, if the report described in subsection

(h) is not the sane as the applicant's statenent, his or

her enroll ment contract is void. If the statenent of

convictions includes any of the circunstances described

in Section 46.7, the enrollnent contract is void.

(d) If an applicant is enrolled as a conditional student

under subsection (c) and the report described in subsection

(h) is not the sane as the applicant's statenment under

subsection (c), the air school must void the applicant's

enroll nent contract. If the contract is voided under this

subsection, the applicant's enrollnent is termnated and the

air school is not liable for the terni nation or any npney

paid toward enroll nent.

(e) If an applicant for enrollnent is being considered

for enrollment by nobre than one air school and if the

applicant agrees in witing to allow an air school to share
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the report described in subsection (h) wth another air

school, the air school may satisfy the requirenents of

subsection (a) by obtaining a copy of the report described in

subsection (h) from another air school.

(f) An applicant described in subsection (a) nust qive

witten consent at the tine of application for the Department

of State Police to conduct the crimnal history and crim nal

records check required under this Section.

(g) An air school nust make a request to the Depart nent

of State Police for a crinmnal history and crimnal recor ds

check required under this Section on a formand in a nanner

prescri bed by the Departnent of State Police.

(h) Wthin 30 days after receiving a proper request by

an air school for a crimnal history and crimnal records

check on an applicant under this Section, the Departnent of

State Police nmust conduct and initiate the crinmnal history

and crinmnal records check and, after conducting the crim nal

hi story and cri m nal records check and wthin that tine

period, provide a report of the results of the crimnal

history and crimnal records check to the air school. The

report nust contain any crinmnal history record information

on the applicant maintained by the Departnent of State Police

and include information regarding the crininal records check

of the records of the Federal Bureau of |nvestigation.

(i) Criminal history and crimnal records information

received fromthe Departnent of State Police under subsection

(h) may be used by an air school only for the purpose of

evaluating an applicant's qualifications for enrollnent in

the position for which he or she has applied and for the

pur poses of subsection (d). An air school nay not disclose

the report or its contents to any person who is not directly

involved in evaluating the applicant's qualifications for

enroll nent. A person described in subsection (e), however,

may provide a copy of the report under subsection (h)
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concerning the individual to an appropri ate representati ve of

anot her air school.

(i) A person who violates this Sectionis gquilty of a

Class C nisdeneanor puni shable by inmprisonnent for not nore

t han 30 days, a fine of not nore than $500, or both.
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
